the telegraph system of _ the 
ocmpany. Atter studying the question 
in alt ite aspects he decided that the 
telegraph lines were free from all 
lieus, and on giving this opinion an 
agreement in the nature of a prelimi- 
nary contract was executed. The par- 
ties to the contract are the Balrimore 
& Ohio Railway Company, and a syn- 
dicate com of J. S. Morgan & 
Co,, Baring Brothers & Co., Brown, 
Shipley & Co., of London, Drexel, 
Morgau & Co., Kidder, Peabody & 
Co. and Brown Bros , of this city, and 
Drexel & Co., of Philadelphia. The 
most important part im the con- 
tract provides that the manage- 
ment of the company shall be 
laced in competent hands, satis- 
actory to the syndicate. Who will be 
pe re eed to the syndicate cannot be 
ascertained, but A. J. Cassatt, Vice 
President of the Pennsylvania Raii- 
way, is generally believed to be 
booked as Barrett’s successor. Satis- 
factory contracts are also to be made 


with the Pennsylvania & Reading 


Railroad on all business north of Phil- 
adelphia, and with all the other trunk 
lines entering New York, by which 
all antagonism will be ramoved and 
insure the permanent working of 
the Baltimore & Ohio in_har- 
mony with other trunk lines: 
and in addition to these 

tracts the lines in _ process 
of constrnction from agree maT to 
New York will be suspended in their 
construction; also work on _ the 
S:aten Island stopped. In considera- 
tion of these contracts being signed 
and with control in their hands, the 
syndicate agree to relieve the railroad 
from ita present embarrass rent by 
providing $10,000,000 with which to 
take up the floating debt. Allthe out- 
side enterprises will be sold to parties 
to whom they will be valuable. The 
Western Union will control if it does 
not buy the telegraph lines and the 
Pallman Palace Car Company will 
take the sleeping car business. The 
express business has already gone to 
the United States Express Company. 
The affairs of the railroad company 
will be entirely reorganized and 
placed upon a sound financial basis.

G@APE CULTURE iN NEVADA. 
A Carsonite’s Success With a 
Vineyard on a Rocky Hillside. 

Last Spring, says the Carson Ap- 
peal, M, Cohn made an experiment 
with grapes which ought to inter- 


est all lovers of vineculture. He: 


chose for his experiment a rocky 
hillside back of his ranch, where 
tbe sagebrush was small and strag- 
gling and the land mean and dry. 
He brought a sma)! irrigation ditch 
round the hill and planted an acre 
of Tokay grapes. 

A few days ago the writer visited 
the spot. Every viue was in good 
condition and some had growa sev- 


eral feet. They were all brightaad 
healthy, and three of the vines 
were bearing grapes. This is cer- 
tainly a good growth for the first 
year. The frost which cut down al- 
most everything about the place 
did not affect the grape vines a: all. 

A curious thiog occurred when 
the vines were planted. About a 
dozen came all dried up and were 
thrown aside as worthless. They 
lay several days in the sun when 
Mr. Cohn’s brother saw them and 
remarked that he would plant them 
“for luck.’”? He placed them in a 
moist place and now they are all 
flourishing and promise to do as 
well as the others. 

If some ranchers would experi- 
ment a little they would discover 
that there are possibilities in Ne- 
vada land that they little dreamed 
of. If grapes can be raised success- 
fully bere on the rocky hillsides of 
Nevada, it means a large increase 
in our products. California is pro- 
ducing a good grape, but the damp 
climate results in many diseases to 
the grape which they would not be 
subjected to here. 

This is not a climate where the 
dreaded phylloxera could thrive 
aud ifthe time comes when Cali- 
fornia shoul i be obliged to adandon 
its grape culwure, Nevada ought to 
be ready to take it up.

Estimating Live Stock Weights. 

Many farmers have large scales 
upon the farm where they can. 
weigh animals for sale, but the ma- 
jority depend entirely upon the 
scale and have never cultivated the, 
eye for guessing weights. It would 
be a good plan for every farmer to 
study well the English system of 
estimating weights by measure- 
ment. The Farm, Field and Stock- 
man describes it as follows: 

The American plan for getting 
at weights of live stock sold is to 
weigh them. The English plan has 
been to estimate the weight by 
measurement. Lately English 


graziers have been interested in 


the American plan, and steps are 
being taken to adopt it. For those 
of our readers who are not tully 
satisfied as to the comparative 
economy as between weighing and 
guessing, the following from the 
best English authorities, Professors 
Orton and Sadler, is given: 

For cattle of a girth of from 5 to 
7 feet allow 23 pounds to the 
ay * ay a9 foot. 

or cattle of a girth of from 7 to 
9 feet allow 31 pounds to the 
rficial fo ot. 
or small cattle and calves of a 
girth of from 3 to 5 fect, allow 16 
pounds to the superficial foot. 

For pigs, sheep and cattle meas- 
uring less than 3 feet girth, allow 
11 pounds to the superficial foot. 

Measure in inches the girth 
the 
shoulder blade, and the length of 
the back from the tail to the fore 
part of the shoulders. Multiply 
the girth by the length, and divide 
by 144 for Peary superficial feet. 
Then multiply the superficial foot 
by the number of pounds of beef, 
veal or pork in the four quafters 
of the animal. 7

Solution: Seventy - six inches 
girth multiplied by 63 inches length 
equals 4748, which divided by 144 
equals 33 1-4 square feet, which 
multiplied by 23 equals 764 ‘3-4. 

When the animal is but half fat- 
tened a deduction of one pound in 
every 20 must be made; and if very 
fat, one pound to every 20 must be 
added.
